MINISTRY OF DEFENCE 


No. 876, dated 10th Apr. 1963— In exercise of the powers 
conferred by the proviso to Article 309 of the Constitution, 
the President hereby makes the following amendments in the 
Rules regulating the recruitment Lo the Indian Ordnance Fac- 
tories Service, published under Ministry of Defence Noti- 
fication No, 783-A dated 16th April, 19G2 as amended by 
Notification No, 994 dated 10th May, 1962 

Amendments 

The existing paragraph 5 of the Rules shall be substituted 
by the follow frig 

"A candidate must be cither— 

(i) a citizen of India, or 

(ii) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(iii) a person of Indian Origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan with the intention of permanently settling 
ill India; 

Provided that, subject to the issue of a certificate of eligi- 
bility in his favour, a subject of Nepal, or a Tibetan who 
came over to India before the 1st January, 1962, with the 
intention of permanently settling in India, may also be 
appointed to any Central Service or post. 

Provided further that a candidate belonging to category (iii) 
above must be a person in whose favour a certificate of 
eligibility has been given by the Government of India, and 
that the certificate of eligibility will be valid only for a 
period of one year from the date of his appointment beyond 
which he can be retained in service only if he has become a 
citizen of India, Certificate of eligibility Will not, however, 
be necessary in the case of a candidate belonging to any one 
of the following categories:— 

(a) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan before 
the 19th July, 1948, and have ordinarily been residing 
in India since then. 

(b) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan after the 
I8th July, 1948, and have got themselves registered 
as citizens under article 6 of the Constitution. 

(c) Non-citizens of category (iii) above who entered service 
under the Government of India before the commence- 
ment of the Constitution, viz., 26rh Januaty, I960, 
and who have continued in such service since then. 
Any such person who re-entered or may re-enter such 
service with break after the 26th January, 1930, will, 
however, require certificate of eligibility In the usual 
way. 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is neces- 
sary may be admitted to the examination and he may also 
be provisionally appointed subject to the necessary certificate 
being eventually issued In his favour by Government. 

The existing paragraph 8 (a) of the Rules shall be substituted 
by the following : 

“(a) Obtained a degree In Engineering from a University 
incorporated by an Act of the Central or State Legis- 
lature in India or other educational Institutes 
established by an act of Parliament: or’’ 


The last sentence of Note II under para. 8 of the Rules 
shall be substituted by the following :— 

‘‘Such candidates will be admitted to Ihc examination, If 
otherwise eligible, but the admission would be 
deemed to be provisional and subject to cancellation 
if the candidates do not produce proof of having 
passed the examination, as soon as possible, and in 
any case not later than tw,> months after the 
commencement of this examination", 

The last sentence of para. 13 of the Rules shall he substi- 
tuted by the following :— 

“No claim for a refund of the fees will he entertained 
except to the extent stateil in that Appendix nor can 
the fees be held in reserve for any other examination 
or selection”. 

•The last sentence of para. 15 of the Rules shall be substi- 
tuted by the following :— 

"All candidates who are declared qualified for the 
Personality Test will be physically examined at the 
place where they arc summoned for interview, cither 
immediately before or after the Interview. Candi- 
dates will have to pay a fee of Rs. 16.00 nP. to the 
Medical Board. The fact that a candidate has been 
physically examined will not mean or imply that he 
will be considered for appointment”. 

The sentence "Rs. lfi before examination by a Medical 
Board, If selected for appointment” occurring in paragraph 
1 fh) of Appendix III of the Rules shall he substituted by the 
following: — 

"Rs. 16.00 nP. before examination by a Medical Board, if 
declared qualified fo r the Personality Test,"
